place on a ticket with McEinley. The 
Czar, who is just now in an ugly mood 
and permits no one except hi? most in- 
timate friends to go near him, will not 
listen to overtures of that character 
Senator Lodge, who seems to be au- 
thorized to speak for Mr. Reed, says 
any attempt to nominate Mr. Keed for 
Vice-PreBident will be repudiated with 
a positive declaration that he will de- 
cline even if tho nomination is unani- 
mous. 


- It bas been suggested that m view of 
the fact that the Kepublican Conven- 
tion will declare against silver and that 
there is no difference whatever between 
the Administration and the Republi- 
cans, that Secretary Carlisle be placer) 
on the ticket with Mr. McKinley. This 
would make the bond of union between 
the gold Republicans and gold Demo 
crats stronger than it now is, if that 13 
possible.

tion in session at Pittsburg split on the 
financial question. 
There were two 


factious, the broad guage or silver 
men, 
and the narrow guage or gold 


men. Chairman Funk announced that 
the two factions could not agree on a 
platform and two reports would be 
presented. 
The broad guage men, 


who were in a minorhy, declared that 
all money should be issued by the Gov- 
ernment without the intervention of 
any banking association; that it should 
be a full legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, and should be of 
sufficient volume to meet the demands 
of the legitimate business interests of 
the country, and demanded the free 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 without consulting any ofher 
nation. This plank was defeated by a 
vote of 427 to 38? and the broad guage 
men seceded and organized another 
convention.

believed to be the most deliberate 
people in 
the 
land. Intoxicating 


liquors, which are supposed to influ- 
ence other political conventions and 
incite delegates to hasty action,did not 
influence the Pittsbnrg Convention.

MEMORIAL DAY, 


This, May 30tb, is a day set apart for 


decorating the graves of soldiers and 
sailors who fell in the war for the 
Union. The custom originated in the 
South and the day on which it was ob- 
served became known as "Memorial 
Day." The North readily adopted the 
custom and May 30th, by common con- 
sent, became known as Decoration Day 
The Grand Army of the Republic, 
under whose auspices the graves of 
fallen soldiers were decorated, adopted 
the Southern designation and the day 
is now generally known North and 
South as Memoral Pay, though in 
the statutes of several States it is re- 
ferred to as Decoration Day. 


In Nevada Memorial Day is a legal 


holiday.

A WAR REMIIIISGENCL 


Scenes at Hatcher's Creek and Peters- 


burg Recalled. 


John B. Scace Speaks to a Reporter of Stirring Scenes- 


Escaped witn a Slight Wound, but, Like Other 
Vet- 


erans, Has Suffered Since—A Story that 


Reads Like a Page from History. 


from the Albany, N. T., Journal. 


When one encounters in Mint the life story 


of some scarred veteran of the civil war a feel- 
ing of admiration and sympathy is the certain 
result. Accustomed though we are to tales of 
heroism and suffering in everyday life, there 
is something peculiarly attractive about these 
old war records, serving, aa they do, as a 
sacred passport to the heart of every true 
American. Thousands found their rest on the 
field of carnage or in the hospital, but their 
comrades, when the struggle was over and the 
victory won, returned to their homes and be- 
gan anew the battle of life. 
John B. Scace, the widely known contractor 


and building mover of Albany, N. Y., has had 
an unusually interesting life, and when teen 
by a reporter recently at his home, No, 15 
Bradford Street, told of his many experiences 
and adventures -while serving under the old 
flag in the late -war. Although having en- 
dured all the hardships and privations ot life 
in the ranks, Mr. Scace bears his more than 
half century of years with an elastic step and 
a keen mind, taking an active interest in pri- 
vate and public nflairs. 


While otill a boy, his family moved from 


Albany, 'his birthplace, to Pittsfield, Mass., 
and here he was educated. He mastered the 
carpenter's trade, became a member of Berk- 
shire Lodge, No. 52, I. 0. O. F., and was en- 
tering upon a successful business life \\ hen 
came the call from Washington for men. All 
over tho country the woid sped, and excite- 
ment ran high. All the old-time patriotism 
that had made Massachusetts famous in Revo- 
lutionary days was fired to its utmost. Every 
town nnd village sent out its squad or company. 


The company in which Mr. Scace enlisted 


in September of 1862, as a private, became 
Company A, Forty-ninth Kegiment, Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer Infantry. Under tho com- 
mon impression that the war would be one of 
but short duration, the men were enlisted for 
nine months only. Scarcely were they uni- 
formed and armed before they were ordered to 
the front. The regiment, which at the time 
was under the command of Col. W. F, Bart- 
lett, served in the First Brigade, First Divis- 
ion, 
Nineteenth Corps, and participated in 


some of the hottest battles of the great rebel- 
lion. 
$ 


Mr Scace, at the time, was bnt twenty-two 


years of age, and he remembers well with 
what a beating heart he first fell in line. His 
regiment was oidered South, directly through 
the enemy's country, with Baton Rouge as 
the objective point. After several months of 
weary inarches, during which Company A 
passed through several lively scrimmages with 
the enemy constantly hovering about the flanks 
and rear, the capita] city of Louisiana was 
reached, An evacuation followed. 
Citizens 


and the rebel soldiery stationed in the city fled 
like frightened sheep, beai ing with them what 
goods they could carry and setting torch to 
the rest. 
The beautiful capitol building, 


which had been converted into a war prison, 
had also been fired, and the boys in blue 
swarmed in, just in time to save their captive 
comrades from perishing in the flames. Mr. 
Scace. who had been, while en route, pro- 
moted to corporal, was in the thickest of the 
melee, and describes the scenes in a graphic 
manner. Although the city had fallen almost 
without a blow given or received, a fight was 
not far off, for word was received that a large 
force of the enemy was fast approaching. 


A bloody battle ensued at Plain Store, a few 


days' march out of the capital, in which Cor- 
poral Scace was severely wounded. A minnie 
ball struck his left thigh and, grazing the 
bone, narrowly missed the great artery. He 
was retired to the camp at Baton Rouge, but 
recuperated so rapidly that he entered, soon 
after, again into active service. The battles 
ot Port Hudson and DonaldsonvUle followed, 
with all their thrilling episodes. 


It was not long after this that, by reason of 


the expiration of his term of enlistment, he 
was honorably discharged. His respite was 
not a long one, however, for he soon afterward 
r«-enlisted, to serve for the remainder of the 
War. 
For meritorious action he had been 


raised to the sergeant's stripes, and as such 
gerved in Company A, Sixty-first Regiment, 


Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry, under Col. 
Charles F. Walcott. During the term oLhi« 
re-enlistment Sergeant Scace participateoPin 
some of the hottest struggles of the war. Many 
a gray-haired veteran to-day recalls the scenes 
ofHatcher's Run, the fall of Petersburg and 
the battle of Sailor's Creek. 


After his honorable discharge, June 4, 1865, 


Mr. Scace returned to Albany and settled 
down once again to his business and social in- 
terests. He nas resided in the city ever since, 
It would seem that now, of all times, his peace 
and happiness would have been unintci i iipted.

penings In Rome" mention ia mode of 
14 different showers of blood, or blood 
and other susbtances mixed, which oc- 
curred between the yean 819 A. D. and 
1170. 


In 1929 we find record of a shower of 


blood and dust which covered the larger 
part of Italy. In 1398 a "snow" fell in 
Syria "which presently turned into 
large brooks and pools of blood.'' A 
monk who wrote in the year 1351, and 
whose manuscript is now preserved in 
the British museum, tells of a three 
days' shower of blood "all over eoatli- 
ern Europe." Burgundy had a blood 
shower in 1801, and Bedfordshire, Eng- 
land, witnessed a similar phenomenon 
in the year 1450. In 1680 hailstones 
Jell in Wnrttemberg which contained 
cavities filled with blood or blood red 
liquid. The last "blood shower" on 
record occurred in Siam hi the year 
1803.—St. Louis Republic.
